This la tte r kind is dispensed by the woman 
who has the reputation of being a delightful 
hostess, by the m an who is said to have a w in­ 
ning personality and by ano ther who is known 
as a good salesm an. 
The distributor of gentle and polite flattery is 
a bright and shining star in a clouded sky, a 
sm all candle always busy brightening up the 
corner w here he is. 
Men seek his iavor and 
women hang upon his words, for they are ho n ­ 
eyed words, not too un truthful and always a p­ 
pealing to the innate egotism tn a t ex ists in 
every one of us.

W ithout the flattery spreader, no party would 
be a success, a banquet would be a funeral feast, 
and politics would be robbed of all its savor. 


NOT TO BE POSTPONED 
It is the duty of every m an and every wom an 
to m ake a will and to appoint com petent and re ­ 
sponsible ex ecutors. 
M nc im portance of this 
shouia be plain, yet thousands die yearly w ith­ 
out leaving wills. U nder the circum stance, their 
property is disposed of according .to state laws, 
w hich can n o t undertake to deal w ith the fam ­ 
ilies m accordance w ith individual requirem ents. 
Frequently injustice results, w ith m uch suffering 
entailed. This em phasizes the ’duty oi m aking a 
will. Men and women should realize tha t only 
in this way can their estates be distributed as 
they would wish.

B ut a fatal accident or a sudden illness affect­ 
ing their m inds and rendering them m entally 
incom petent to the end, m ay occur and, obvious­ 
ly, m ake it impossible to repair the neglect. 
W hile the norm al ex pectation of those in their 
prim e js to live to “three score and te n ” or more, 
it is only com m on sense and com m on prudence 
to recognize the uncertainty of life. 
A lthough the draw ing of a will n aturally takes 
into consideration the certainty of the coming 
of d eath some tim e to the testato r, it should 
constantly be kept upperm ost tha t the whole 
purpose of the in strum ent is thei service of life; 
the care of dear ones of the decedent, or the 
cause of hum anity in general.
